To the inhabitants in the Town of Colebrook, in the County 
of Coos, qualified to vote’'in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House in said 
Town of Colebrook, on Tuesday the 11th day of March next, at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk for 
the year next ensuing. 

2. To choose by ballot and major vote a Selectman for the 
three years next ensuing. 

3. To choose by ballot and major vote a Trustee of Trust 
Funds for the three years next ensuing. 

4. To choose by ballot and major vote a Library Trustee 
for the three years next ensuing. 

5. To choose by ballot and major vote one or more High- 
way Agents for the year next ensuing. 

6. To choose by ballot and major vote all other necessary 
town officers for the year next ensuing. 

7. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of poor. . 

8. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the support of the Town Library. 

9. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Town Charges. 

10. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
Police. 

11. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the observance of Memorial Day and care of Monument lots. 

12. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the care of Cemeteries. 

13. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for 
the construction and repairs of Highways and Bridges. 

(a) Permanent Highways. 
(b) State Aid Maintenance. 
(c) Trunk Line Maintenance. c 
(d) Town Maintenance. 
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14. To see if the Town will vote to maintain a free skating 
rink, and raise money for that purpose. . 

15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay on town indebtedness. 

16. To see what sum of money the Town will vote for the 
building and repairs of sidewalks. 

17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to complete the repairs on Town Hall. 

18. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
to pay for Street Lighting. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to build a new bridge at 
Upper Kidderville and to raise money for that purpose. 

20 To see what sum of money the Town will raise to repair 
the Factory and Hodge Bridge’s. 

21 To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road 
leading from Charles Hodge’s house across his land to Battle 
Bridge. 

22. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
to clean up the Town Dump. 

23. To see if the Town will vote to buy a Motor Grader and 
to see what action the town will take towards plowing winter 
roads.and to raise money for these purposes. 

24. To see if the Town will vote to accept a deed of the lot 
of land lying and being on Pleasant street, in the village of Cole- 
brook, and on the Mohawk stream at the South East corner of 
the cement bridge over said Mohawk stream and known as the 
“McCloud Lot” upon the following conditions. 

1. That said Town shall never, in any way, dispose 
of said lot, shall never rent or lease it or allow any one to oc- 
cupy it; shall never build, or erect or maintain any building or 
structure or allow same to be cone on said lot, but said lot shall 
be and remain a Public Park. 

2. That said Town shall grade said lot, grass it over, 
keep the grass and bushes cut, and maintain said lot in such 
condition that it shall be an ornament to said Town, and in the 
event that if a any time these conditions are not strictly com- 
plied with the said lot shall at once revert to, and become the 
property of the present owner, together with all improvements 
thereto. 

25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
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to sign a five year contract with the Public Service Company of 
New Hampshire to furnish street lights, the number now in 
use and as they are now located at an annual rental of Twenty 
Nine Hundred and Eighty-Five Dollars. 

26. To see if the Town will vote to install a Toilet in the 
tront end of the Town Hall building, and to raise money for 
that purpose. : 

27 To bring your ballots for Delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention. 

28 To transact any other business which may legally come 
before this meeting. 

29 To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, 
and Officers, heretofore chosen and to pass any motion relating 
thereto.

During the year 1929 we had several cases of Scarlatina 
but other than these the community has been free from con- 
tagious diseases except Chicken-pox which is not a quarantinable 
disease in this state. 

Following the flood we were fearful lest Typhoid or some 
other infectious disease might infest our community on account 
of the mud and debris in several of the cellars but we were unable 
to attribute any disease to this disaster. 

A great many sewers that terminated in the Mohawk 
have been changed to the town sewers and the remainder 
would have except for the extra expense of repairing after 
the flood. 

Practically all of the parents or guardians have co-opera- 
ted with the board of health and school nurse to uphold the 
vaccination law, which goes to prove that people in general 
are becoming more enlightened each year regarding general 
health problems. :
